Photograph at right shows one of tho 
mony piocos of equipment used in the pro¬ 
duction of the 747 Flop Tracks Because the 
tracks hove been pored down to minimum 
woight ond yet lorgc in size, oxtromc qual¬ 
ity control has been placed on them. In 
order to ossure thot ultimate quality con 
be obtained, a new Gantry Hoot treat fur¬ 
nace, otmosphere type, was installed, This 
furnace is capable of handling a 10,000 
pound load, 20 feet long by 6 feet wide, 
up to 2100'F. In this system, a Hyen At¬ 
mosphere Generator puts out 6000 CFM 
of controlled gos with specific oir/CO- 
mixture. This is required to assure proper 
chemical reaction on the surface of the port 
when heated at I600’F. Electronic recording 
ond controlling devices ore incorporated to 
check this reaction inside the furnace every 

30 seconds ond odjust ihe chemistry of the 
incoming gas accordingly. 

Regardless of what equipment capability 
we moy have. Horofd Zebcrt, Boeing's 
source quolity control representative (sec¬ 
ond from left), stated thot the equipment 
is just port of what is required to produce 
o quality product. It takes dedicated and 
self-motivated men end their performances
